The old recoAls of the county, from 1082 un- 


til the first decade, make" no mention whatever 
of any nrrivals in the county, except such as 
came from Great Britain. Therefore, while the 
settlement of New York was conducted almost 


xclushely by the Dutch, that of Pcmisylania 
•tut carried on by English Quakers. 
The 


ormer built ap an active commercial communi- 
y, wlnle the latter reared an empire principally 
evoted to the cultivation of tho soil. The re- 
ords extant in Bucks county are such as purc- 
y agricultural people' would leave behind, 
.'here is no mention of any acts, save those 
which sprung out of the simple relation of tiller 
jf the soil.

The published annals of the first occupation 


of rcnnsylvania by the English Quakers refer 
princip:dl'y t<i the county of Philadelphia, while 
the setMeiiient of Uitcks county has reeeived 
but little attention. While there were few stir- 
ring events to record, there were few persons 
who tonk the time from the work of settlement 
1o sketch what did occur. How our fathers 
Jived in the then remote region of Bucks coun- 
ty, of what their wealth was composed, what 
t'hey wrangled over, arc topics upon which his- 
tory coiisenls to shed but a partial light. Nearly 
two hundred years have filled the gap between 
the arrival of Pcnn avid his Quaker colony and 
(lie richly p«»s|>orotis present. During (he 
first century of this interval no literary remains 
of any importance touching the social life of 
i he e.okiiii»ts are extant. Not hlng rethble save 
a few Icnal records, dust-begi burned and almost 
illegible,"arc. loft to tell who were the men who 
fflk-d the lives and turned !he soil in HiS'J. 
Theirsimplelinbits.aadpacifledcsignsarenot.thc 
elements out of which history is usually com- 
jxwert. There was no Quaker Standish, whose 
f.une reviving with every year might grow 
through all time, because there were no foes to 
combat aud no intrigues to check. The settle- 
ment of a ivew domain concentrated to the de- 
velopment of renn's ideal government of pe.ice 
and good will, and the annexation of territory 
I»V re»iilar purchase and sale, were, interesting 
events in political ethics, but contain no inspi- 
ration for the rhapsodists who flourish best iu 
wars and confusions. 
We know of no sudden 


inllux of Europeans nor the formation of any 
great centre of population in the early history of 
that portion of Pennsylvania to which this pa- 
l«r particulaily refers. Tlw region now known 
as JUicks county contained some Europeans be- 
fore the arrival of the Quakers, but there are 
no records extant in the county which throw 
any light on the 
number and 
character 


of" these pioneers. 
At

want was made from the Duke of York to 
Peun'thc territory contained & population ot 
only two thousand souls, exclusive of Indians. 
These peraons wore principally Swedes. There 
is no record of any settlement with of the 
Falls of the Delaware at that time. 
Therefore 


all tLat splendid aica, now constituting tlie 
weal) hiest counties in Pennsylvania, north of 
the i- -fsent city of Trenton, was, at the period 
|o W.iich these memorials relate, a wilderness 
«s unknown and inaccessible as the remotest 
point on '-ur i.ontiiient. 


Tltc LMawije river was visited as early as 


vy>'& by s(>iiifi"3nterpiisiug subjects of ojd Peter 
Stuyvesant, under the Icadereliip of Captain 
Cornelius Jacobus M»y, but neither tliat nor 
nay subsequent, expedition fiom Manhattan 
penetrated iho county of Bucks from the north 
or the cast. All the visits of the ambitious 
J)utollmen of New York were made down to the 
time of fhe Quaker occupation, from the sea up 
the «South? river.".f Nor is 
any Dutch 


expedition known to have penetrated 
the 


country north-of .the .Falls of the Delaware. 
Although the northern half of the county is 
now populated by tlie people fiwniliarly known 
as the Pennaylvania.Dtitch, they bear no rela- 
tion whatever to the early inhabitants of Man- 
hattan. They are sprung from »' much more 
recent emigration than that which peopled new 
Amsterdam, and tfho visited "South ;river" 
tifty years before T'enn's advent. It is said that 
there* were not three.hundred, Germans in the 
entire province of Penn»ylvania before the year 
1700. 
But i« tbe year 1127$% thousand Ger- 


mans peacefully overrun ihe w,ildcrness of Lan. 
^stcr, Montgomery, aud Berks counties. Some 
of th«5P found their way as far caet as Hncks,' 


i'he name, so far as can 
at present, no repi<esunta- 
Thc list is headed with Ihe 


names of George and Eleanor Pownall. 
They 


came from England In the*ship Friends' Adveu- 
tui-e coiiiniaiuli'd by 'riioinus Wall Imui)l,on1he 
'2Hth day of August, 1082. They were accons- 
iiaiii"d by live children, Ucubcn, Elizabeth, fc'a- 
rali. Harhel, anil Abigail, and three seivants, 
John Mroailey, Thomas Logler, and Mat how 
Worriill. This family met with a sad misfor- 
tune in the death of the f.ither soon after their 
arrival in tlie now country. In an Old record 
of IUJ-4, called -A registry of all the births and 
dwitht of all which arc in the county of Bucks, 
in the province of 1'entwylviinia," it is noted 
that (icornc Townall was killed by the fall of a 
tree October 30, 1082, thus leaving the lirst 
widow in the settlement. The earliest record- 
ed blith was that, of Alary, daughter to Lyoneil 
and Klizabeth Hrittaiu, DcctMtibcr 111, 1080. 
i'cnn himself cauui to this province in Hie ship 
Welcome, on the ^8th of tenth month (Octo- 
ber), Ki&2. A few persons who accompanied 
i'tiim from Knijlaiiil are mentioned in the 
liuek.-t county registry. .John Uowlund and his 
wife, 1'riscillii; 'ihomas How laud, fiom Suffolk, 
.*nd 'llionuis FiUwater, of Hanworth, in tlie 
coiuiiy of .Middlesex, near Hampton Court, ar- 
rived in that vessel on the day named. The 
registry contains this shott paragraph after the 
ment kin of I'Mf/wator's name: " Mary, hi.s 
wife, and Josiuli and Jlary, his children, died 
at su:i,- coi'niiu; over." Thus the Kr&t voyage, 
'of reiin to rennsylvanhi is known to have boon 
saddened by thi-cc deaths in the, family of one 
of hi.-, companions. 1" the " Colonial Hec'ords 
of I'c-nnsyivania" early nicntioi). i.s made of 
Fitzwntor, who, with James Harrison, constitu- 
ted tlie liist delegation from liucks county in 
the I'rovincial Council of lOSi.

lliirrison is frequently mentioned in the Co- 


loui.il Uce^i-fls in connection with the l'io- 
viaeial Council, of which he «as a prominent 
m-'iabcr. He wa.s a shoemaker by occupation. 
'1'lie registry states that he "sailed from Liver- 
pool in" the ship Submission, cf Liverpool, and 
nrtived at Choptanke, in Jlarylaatl, tho 2d 0 
mo. following, being brought thither through 
the dishonesty of the Mr., and arrived att 
Aqiioquitnond in this province the 15th Jl mo. 
following." At tlio same time came Agnes 
Harrison, aged 
eighty-one years, mother of 


James. Phlneas Pcmbcrton, the first clerk of 
court in lOS'J, came from JJolton, in the county 
of Lancasteivwith Phrebc his wife. He was 
a»iocer, and came in the same vessel with 
llau-ison.

in the registry of marriages of 1084, kept by 


Pcmbcrton, and stilt ex taut, we find the first 
nuptials celebrated in the colony were those of 
Kicliard and Margery Hough, married 'in 1083. 
The certillcnte of this marriage, although upon 
record, has become illegible. The certificate of 
the marriage of Samuel Dark and Ann Knight, 
who were joined shortly after the marriage of 
Hough, is still decipherable. We present it in 
full as a specimen of tlw Quaker marriage cer- 
emony two hundred years ago: 
" The certii'icale of Samuel Dark's marriage 


the 4th month", the Hth day, 108.".. These arc 
to i.-ertify whom it doth or may concern, that 
Samuel "Dark and Ann Knight ditl in the pres- 
ence of us whose names are written, the day 
above written, take each other and declare them- 
selves to be man and wife, the said Samuel, tak- 
ing the said Ann by the. hand, said in the pres- 
ence of (aod and of you who arc here met to- 


the inventory solves tlie matter, appears to have 
been one Hobeit Zetts. Ho possessed 
"two 


books of martyrs, one bible, one dicksonary, 23 
small books." This person's name does not 
appear in the registry of arrivals, and he proba- 
bly was not a member of the, Society of Friends. 
If he was, he docs not seem 1o have adhered to 
his Quaker principles, for we notice among his 
ellfecfs "2 guns. 2 pistolls, 2 old swords and 
carbine." The inventory "was taken in 1688. 


An interesting feature of these old relics is 


the frequent appearance of marks to represent 
the names of persons who were unable to 
write. It was customary in that day for each 
person who was ignorant of the art of writing, 
to appropriate a jicculiar symbol by .which his 
identity was established. Wo find quite a va- 
riety oi' fantastic niarks used for this purpose.' 
A few iised the simple sign of the cross as at 
the' present day. Others used a circle. From 
these two elements a number of quaint charac- 
ters were fonncd, more readily represented by 
cuts than by any description which could te 
given. Most j( the persons who figure in the 
old records were, however, able to write their 
own names. 


Although the settlers in liucks seemed to 


have lived under the same gentle sway that 
Penn established in the neighboring county of 
Philadelphia, there seems to have lieen some 
litigation quite early in the history of the coun- 
ty. Nor was the Quaker community exempt 
from law breakers. Wo find in the minutes of 
tbe county court held the fourth of Fourth 
month, 1085, that one Joseph Lumn was tried 
and convicted of the crime of "swearing three 
oaths.'1 The court sentenced Joseph to pay a 
line of "fifteen shillings for each oath, and to 
sufl'er an imprisonment, in the house of correc- 
tion at hard labor, and to be fud on bread aud 
water." This seems to have been the first trial 
on record. At a court of quarter sessions, the 
ninth of Tenth month, 1085, Jacoh Hall was 
tried for the crime of "selling rum to an In- 
dian." The minute sets out, that " complaint 
being made against Jacob Hall for selling rum 
to the Indians, the said Jacob Hall was called 
in court, and the witnesses examined. Andrew 
Heath, aged about twenty years, being attested 
and examined, said that, about three weeks be- 
fore Michaelmas hist he saw Jacob Hull sell two 
single pints of rum to an Indian, which he 
tasted, and at another time, near tlw time afore- 
said, he saw an Indian carry away three bottles 
of rum, which contained one, gallon and a pint, 
out of the said Jacob Hall's house." H.dl was 
fined live pounds for his indiscretion. At. this 
time tho seal of the county was u «' vine and a 
tree." The sheriff in oflice first was Kicliard 
Noble, who served in 108:!. 


We hav* presented a few features connected 


with the founding of the second State in the 
Union. • There is little sentiment or inspiration 
in the formal revelations of legal records.* Hut 
their disclosures arc truthful, and their value 
will In- enhanced by the ilightof time. They 
are a part of our naMoiml antiquities, rehuing to 
a period fast being forgotten. 
" The initiates of the Provincial Council of 


Pennsylvania, from the, organization to the ter- 
mination of tbe Proprietary Government" were 
not rescued from destruction until the year 
3S.j£, when the Legislature, at the earnest rec- 
ommendation of the Historical Society of Penn- 
sylvania, ordered them to be printed and pre- 
served for all time, lint there are many records 
hidden away in thu vaults of the county offices 
of Philadelphia, Chester and Bucks, which de- 
mand tlie, kind ofliccs of the historian and anti- 
(jiiary. 
No item of-information which may aid 


posterity in arriving at just conclusions con- 
cerning the early beginnings of the great Re- 
public should be sufifcrod to 03rluiie.

Til Kill 1IISTOJIY AND FASHIONS. 


" Oh. that I wero a glove HIK>II that hand." 


This useful as well ijs ornamental part of the 


costume of both sexes, has been conspicuous in 
so many national usages and customs, that it is 
associated with the most interesting historical 
reminiscences. Like all articles of modern fash- 
ion, gloves were known to thi1 ancients, even 
in remote antiquity, as Xenoplion relates an 
instance of Cyrus appearing without them. 
Among the Checks and Itomans their use was 
confined to protect ing the hands when engaged 
ill certain kinds of manual labor, and Laertes is 
so described by Homer, when digging in the 
garden, Tlie name is derived from the old 
Aniilo-Sasou word "glof," and tho introduction 
of gloves into England was of very early date. 
There is a legend of the sixth century that is 
related of tlie patron saint of Brussels, who, 
while kneeling barefooted at prayers in church, 
had a pair of gloves placed under her fcet by a 
gallant bystander. -Despising this luxury, the 
saint is siiid to have kicked them into the air, 
where they i-cmaiiicd suspended. During the 
middle ages t icy were worn as a badge of of- 
fice by civil and ec-eljsijistical dignitaries, and 
sovereigns were clothed with them when buried. 
(Moves'were exchanged to bind a contract or 
pledge, and the deprivation of (hem was a cere- 
moiiy of degradation. Gauntlets, or leather 
gloves covered with pieces of metal, formed an 
important part, of the armor of knights upon 
the battle-field. 
Among the romantic customs 


arid eercmoniefi with this article of di-ess, that 
originated in the age of chivalry, was the prac- 
tice ol'challenging to a single combat by throw- 
ing down tho glove or gauntlet; ulso the wear- 
ing of u lady's glove in "the helmet, as it, yitge 
d'utiiour by hei1 knight-errant.:

A singu- 
lar duel was fought in 1T21 by a young gentle- 
man of Teviotdale, who, after drinking with 
some companions, notiird the next clay that 
the finger of his glove was bitten, and quarreled 
with some of them from this sign, demanding 
satisfaction, although unconscious of any of the 
circumstances of the dispute. 


In early times the covering for the hand was 


so richly richly embroidered and ornamented 
with jewels as to constitute 
an expensive 


item of dress, and an allowance for "glove 
money" was part of a lady's expenses. Some 
idea of the extravagance in this respect may be 
inferred flora a description of one enumerated 
in the royal wardrobe of King James of Scot- 
land, in 15W, wlmre, among sundry articles of 
luxury, is a lady's hawk glove, set with twelve 
rubies, seven garnets, and fifty-two groat pearls, 
and the rest covered with sntall pearls.

lis ? We know a proverb about the difheulhy of 
removing certain impediments to easy marching 
from Highlanders in their native costume. The 
difficulty is entirely solved, iu the piece to which 
1 have alluded; and the'"Murderer of Theo- 
dore ".may claim the great distinction of having 
introduced t undress rehearsals " with full per- 
formances. ' But the immorality of tho other 
ttaitrcs is even more bare! What is the thea- 
tr^-of Parip supposed to be'.' 1 have said before 
—ihe faithful reflex of society. The faithful 
relics J 1 really and truly .believe it is so. The 
subjcctjiowover, is one, for grave contempla- 
tion. *ts vice art? Is art vice? Who is to 
answer? The French press is a-i dumb as a 
mute atKa ftmertd ; arid when the play i.s good, 
society, I believe, cares for nothing. Is vice 
rampant?, 1 fear it is; then again nobody 
cares. But where on earth is " respectable " 
Paris to gi, if the present system obtains? I 
can imagine nothing so dreadful as this: 
Paicrfamityus, with his family clinging round 
him a'f'ccr an indigestiblt! iuMa d'hote, afraid to 
go to tbe play because the devil would appear 
in the costume In which he offered Eve the 
appla. To bo sure., he may stay at home, or 
lie may go and see " Paradise Lost." Or ho may 
see ttfo sisters develop crime, an thank good- 
ness, I never know it, revealed on" the stage ; or 
he muy see a faun in a wood, and be glad that 
a late "autumn yet spared UH stunts leaves of 
decency. I have written of the visible immor- 
alities of the French stage. And for its exist- 
ing talent—whew Is it'/ 
AIJ dc nti! I don't 


think we are so foolish in London as some 
judges assort. I look round aud find that, if 
you have fewer novelties, you have more truth ; 
if you have fewer pictures of society, you get 
healthy photographs, not vicious illuminated 
sketches. The theatre of I'aris is simply a hot- 
bed of vieo. That is a strong expression, and 1 
am writing only from thy English point of view, 
which 1 hold to be quite correct; but 'tis true, 
too trur. Over a stage where (he performances 
arc nightly too bad for public discussion, let us 
drop the densest of curtains. 
We may see the 


performances and mdmlre the actors, but even 
the worst must pause before doing otherwise 
than condemning the morality, aud even won- 
dering at the stale of society which compels 
decent pjople to such indecent performances.

of goods, trunks huge ami HI nail marked from 
ifl |ioiiits in Euro|K-.

o got on board of tliii long row of stern-wheeled 
steamer*, with theii long black pipes emitting 
mincnse columns (,!' black smoke, all contribute 
;o the excitement of (lie motmml, and the trav- 
eler is glad to fijel tliat the city, with its hurry 
uid rush, is behind him. .Soon the quiet motion 
of the bout and the peaceful ripple of the water 
soothes our spirit, and I sit down to enjoy the 
beauty ami variety of a ride down " La IJelle 
IHvlerc." 


This jiart r.f the river has found ilsbuil or chan- 


nel through u deep valley several hundred feet 
bgjow the talilo l.imls on either sitle, •which 
sometimes approach thu water's edge abruptly, 
.sometimes in a scries of plateaus one above the 
other, and again are marked by a sharp line of 
hills receding to a great distance and enclosing 
a Inrgo area of bottom lauds, very rich and fer- 
tile. The uplands of Kentucky, embracing all 
that part of the Shite between Cnlletsburg and 
UK* (treenc river, a stretch of perhaps two hun- 
dred miles, and covering nearly half of the

From this 
point we tide down the great Father of Waters 
past Memphis, Vi'-ksburg, and Natchez to New 
Orleans. Memphis, the capital of Tennessee, 
is the prlnciiKil cotton-shipping port north of 
Xcw Orleans. M.uiy prominent tuilrnacls cen- 
tre here, coaiwcliiig it with all the States east 
ami south of it. 
Cotton is the principal pro-, 


duel ami almost the only kind of vegetation 
that meets the eye north of Vicksburg, beyond 
which it is entirely supplanted by sugar-cane. 
The largo planlat ious, covered w ith the deep, 
dark verdure, in the midst of which is .situated 
the while frama mansion surrounded by a two- 
storied porch or gallery resting enlarge wooden 
columns, and Ion? rows of one-story cabins, 
furnish a picture of substantial comfort. 
The 


sugar-houses, generally standing back beyond 
the view from tiio river, are sometimes very 
costly, pvcrn In some instances as high as $50,- 
000. 
3Iauy pfantations were- sold immediately 


after tha war, for a very small part of thoir 
•value either before the war or at tin) present 
lime, tliu piirciuui'ronuiitlines reali/.ing from a 
single crop, more than the entire cost. There 
was one instance within my own knowledge, 
where the property was sold for $18,000, the 
sugar-house on it having cost $25,000 to erect, 
and the second year's crop from one-fourth of 
the laud yielded a net profit of $40,000.

a very attractive) '\ ie;v. The business portion 
is on the flat or low ground, and has a careless 
and rusty appearance. The residences btaud 
on a bluff almost perpendicularly above the 
other portion of the city, and the absence of 
verdure gives a somewhat dingy look.

three hundred miles of river bank between 
Natchez and New Orleans, is all low ground, 
it being necessary to bank out the waters of the 
river along tlie greater portion of it.

CHOLERA. 


The prevailing opinion among medical men 


s that cholera is either communicated through 
he atmosphere, from sonic subtile poison con- 
tained therein, or that It is caused by Rating 
inrlpe or stale vegetables. I propose, first, by 
a statement of the known facts, to show tltat It 
» not communicated or caiuiod by either; and 
secondly, to show how Jit Is communicated and 
low prevented. 


1st. It is not communicated by the atmos- 


phere because it does not follow the direction 
of the atmosphere, but just as readily travels in 
in opposite or lateral direction, if alone: the line 
of common travel—passing over large districts 
of country, and lighting at points of communi- 
cation from where it prevailed. For instance, 
its first appearance on this continent at Quebec, 
on June 8, 1832, and two days after at Mon- 
treal, the two principal cities on the St. Law- 
rence river, a days journey apart; on the '21st 
of June It suddenly appeared in New York, 
without showing itself in any of the places 1«- 
twecn those cities; thence in a few weeks to 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and Washington mono 
direction; and Boston and Albany in nearly 
opposite directions, showing that it traveled 
with Imeelers and not with the wind. 


It is a known fuel that the careless and 11011- 


scrupulouii, almost alone, take the disease to 
the exclusion of the scrupulously exact in their 
ablutions. Now, a3 clean people inhale as 
much air as unclean people, it follows pretty 
clearly that it is not through or by inhalation 
the disease is caused. The air has boon tor- 
tured in vain to reveal the secret; no sidereal, 
telluric, magnetic, electric, or appreciable at- 
mospheric changes have been satisfactorily con- 
nected with the endemic or epidemic appear- 
ance of cholera. (See Am. Cy., v. 5, page 151?.) 
Reasonably then, we conclude that the atmos- 


re is not the channel of communication or 


the cause of cholera. 


Neil her i.s it produced by uniipe or stale veg- 


etable diet. For we (1ml it making its- tirst 
appeataitee in Edinburgh, in January, and in 
London, in February, IfvW; and iti St. Peters- 
burgh it raged in mid-winter, and these fuels 
also preclude tlie notion of cholera being gene- 
rated in most low grounds. 


Ud. The cause of the disease, though not 


proven to a mathematical certainty, may be 
reasonably infjrrod, when wo state that all I he 
known facts accord with tho assumption, that 
cholera is produced by anhnalcular parasites, 
anil that it is communicated by toueli or con- 
tiguity, and thus only becomes contagious. 
As all the known facts accord with this view of 
tlie case, and no other theory is supported by 
them, it is reasonable to infer tltat this is true. 


Thu disease is known to be located in the 


WHOM membrane of the intestines, and consists 
of that membrane being denuded of its outer 
coating and inflamed so that the watery jwr- 
tion of the blood (called rice-water discharges) 
passes through the membrane and leaves the sol- 
id portion of tlie blood so thick that it cannot 
circulate, and death ensues for want of circula- 
tion, or in other words by hemorrhage of (lie 
intestines. 


It is known that many kinds of destructive 


insects breed so prolilically that their numbers 
accumulate by 
tins million in 
a compara- 


tively short timo—us tlie wheat weevil aatl the 
Colorado potato-bug. And the vast genet at ion 
of liirva; of n few green flins will destroy theen- 
tiiv flesh of a largo CUTC.TSS in a fow hours, anil 
it ii indicated by the rapid progress of cholera, 
that (ho lame of tho parasite, gcncifiled in the 
greatest numbers after four days incubation, 
destroys tbc outer coating of the, membrane, or 
possibh, like leoclu;.s, stick the watory portion 
of the blood through it. And that tho larvio are 
suitil! or .shapeless, or of a spawny substance 
so tike nice water and so difficult to dihlinguish 
from that fluid, as to be imperceptible t<» .sight, 
oven under tho microscrope, is no valid object- 
ion to tho truth of tho (hcory here announced, 
while the discovery of t.hcir existence by this or 
any otlur means, is a clear proof of its correct- 
ness. 


That the parasite does not cuter the system 


througlvthe stomach, is evident ; because clean 
and unclean alike breathe the atmosphere, and 
would alike bo suiijc-clto attack; but they enter 
thiough tho anus, boing attracted there most 
likely by the odor attaching to persons of non- 
scrupulous habits. This is also indicated by 
tlie disease 'first in'inifost ing itself without nau- 
si:a, and by gentle dcfojaUon of tho lower 
intestines, w-liilc the'tippcr arc in repose.

As it takes cholera four days to incubate, it 


is iufurrabk* that ilie ovum is lodged in the 
cavity of the fundament, and at night, most 
likely when the. system is in revise and rehixe.d, 
their entrance is ed'cotod and the work of 
destruction begins. 


To prevent the disease is as easy, as it is im- 


portant. Bathing the body with parlietitarcare, 
especially tho part indicated, will no doubt re- 
move the ovum of the. parasite, and with (l*em 
ail cause of danger; but, beyond doubt, a daily 
application, after bathing, of carbolic ointment 
jr spirits of 
camphor 
will bo 
oflcc'.ual. 


The disease, whan once fairly locjitud, is ox- 
tremoly hazardous, and in addition to the rem- 


clics already in use1, I would suggest a carbolic 
ch ster; or ;is other thus administered is said lo 
)0 a gooJ remedy for entozoa inhabiting the 
•ectuin, so it is indicated as a remedy for 
cholera. 


This view of cholera is not the Work of Idle 


speculation, but was first brought to the writer's 
notice jcars ago, by au examination of chickens 
affected by what is called chicken cholwa; then 
earning that morbific excretion was insepara- 
ble from chicken lice, and that they were found 
in the intestines after death. This, together 
with tlie known fact that "cholera poison " is 
round MI tlie rjce water discharges, led the wri- 
ter very naturally to this investigation. 


These views were partially communicated to 


the public, some months ago, in a journal of 
an adjoining State, and have been made the 
subject of conversation with many eminent 
physicians, and tlie writer has yet to learn of a 
single fact connicting with their accuracy. »*,

at Saratoga on Tuesday. One hundred nttd foity 
delegates were present, from temperance associ- 
ations in various parts of the country. A per- 
manent organization was cileoted, with Judge 
U. C. Pitman, of Massachusetts, as President. 
Delegates being culled upon for reports from' 
their rc-,peciivc Statos, Ilov. Stephen Morriti 
said nothing \\ns being done in New York for 
tlie temperance canso, and be therefore askcll 
leave "to reptut progress.1' Rev. S. McKean 
thought that the temperance societies and 
churches in that State were working energeti- 
cally. A list, of Vice Presidents was 
retried, 


and the Convention then adjourned until Wed- 
nesday morning, when, on motion of Hev. II. 
W. Cotiant, a "grand national mass mooting" 
was ordered to bo held in Philadelphia in 1870, 
in connection with the Centennial, and the 
chair was authorized to appoint (ho committee 
of arrangements for the purpose, Tito sum of 
$11,000 was subscribed by delegates, to jviy the 
indebtedness of the National Publication Soci- 
ety. Uesolutions wore adopted declaring that 
vendors of intoxicating liquors should be held 
responsible for damages caused to inebriates ; 
that nil temperance, societies should advocate 
the repeal of all State license laws, and urge 
Congress to pass laws abolishing the manufac- 
ture and sale of liquor in the District of Colum- 
bia and the Territories; that the temperance 
issue should bo introduced into State and Na- 
tional politics; thv.t temperance men should 
co-operato with exis'iug party organizations 
when such approve the policy of prohibition, 
but otherwise organl/c a separate party ; that 
Congress should appoint a commission l,o in- 
quire into the, effect of tomporanec on tlie pub- 
lie welfare ; that ministers of the gospel should 
preach against the use of intoxicating liquors; 
that temperance societies should be formed in 
Sabbath schools; that Congress should prohibit, 
the importation of alcoholic beverages; and tluit 
the National Temperance Society should issue 
a text bonk for school?, showing tlie evil effects 
of intemperance. On motion, the appointment 
of a committee to prcpaia the book suggested 
in the hi'-it resolution w;is ordered, and tlie Con- 
vention then adjourned ttinc die.

The proceedings of the court martial iu tlie 


ease of the, Modoc murderers have been pro- 
mulgated by the War Department. Captain 
Jack, Suhonchin, Black Jim. Boston Charley, 
Bnrcho, alias One-Eyed Jim, and Sloluck, who 
were tried for the murder of General Ganby and 
Commissioner Thomas, are found guilty and 
sentenced to be hanged. Tho President and 
Secretary of War approve the proceedings', and 
tbc assassins will be hanged at Fort Klamath, 
Oregon, on October od. With the approval of 
the sentences of tlje Modoe captives by the Ex- 
ecutive and War Departments, the question of 
dealing with the Indians of that tribes is ended 
with the United States authorities hero, so far 
as tho six murderers who.are to be hanged on

Bidweil bad concluded bis examination of wit- 
nesses for the prosecution, bo addressed the 
Court, exonerating Austin Bi'lwftl and Edwin 
Noyes from all complicity in the frauds, arid de- 
clared that he and George MncDoimell were the 
only guilty ones. MaeUonnell also addressed 
the Court, leaving out the statement of Bidweil. 
The case then, wont to the jury, who, after 
twenty miiuitos deliberation, found all the ac- 
cused guilty, and each of them was immediately 
sentenced l<4 penal servitude for lifj, the highest 
punishment under the law for the offence. 


Of the thirty thousand medals awarded to

Casualties. 


Tho temporary trestle biidge in course of 


erection across the Chesapeake and Delaware 
Canal break, on the Delaware Ltoilroad, tumbled 
down Monday morning, while a number of men 
were at work upon it. Thomas Ferry, of Bal- 
timore, was killed, and seven others were se- 
verely injured. 


Three cars of an express train on the. South 


Side Railroad, of Long Island were thrown1 from 
tho track Monday morning, overturned, and 
dragged somo distance. The capsized cars con- 
tained about (ifty passengers — a large proportion 
of them women and children — aud all were 
more or less injured, one of the children per- 
haps fatally. 


A train was thrown from the track of the 


Baltimore and Ohio Railroad near Cameron, 
last Sunday, by tlie spreading of the rails, and 
tender, ey-press car and one passenger em- were 
precipitated down an embankment. Tim iviso- 
cnger car, containing seventy or eighty German 
immigrants — men, women aud children — turned 
bottom upwards, and ovcrtwonty of the inmates 
were injured, four of them fatally.' Some of 
the immigrants, thinking the engineer and con- 
ductor wci e trying to kill the passengers, attack- 
ed them with with' stones, and they had to (lee 
for their lives. An hour after the accident an 
express train came up, when Eittention was 
rendered to the injured. 


The steamer George Wolfe, from Shrevcport 


for St. Louis, blew up at St. Francis Island, in 
the Mississippi river on Friday afternoon, killing 
fourteen persons and injuiihg fifteen others. — 
Tho. scene of1 the disaster is known as the 
« Graveyard," two steamer* having previously 
blown up and a third been burned there.

lower end of the road. It is expected that ope- 
rations will now be pushed forward w ithout 
further liiiuhancc. About a, month ago a cub- 
eontirt'jtor for gt-iulins, named George M. Titu1*, 
abandoned Siis work and did not "return with 
the money he had drawn on his estimates, but 
this occurrence did not make much sensation. 
There appears to be a good deal of dissa'!<-f.u-- 
tioti about Newtown, especially amoni; those 
who are losers, with the irresponsible character 
of the .sub-contractors on the laiiroad. 
The 


losses sullered fall (juite heavily in some quar- 
ters, !ind it is held that there ought lo be some 
safeguard provided to prevent such a mt«jfoi-- 
tune. It is hardly to be expected that the mil- 
road company will assume any icsponsibillly 
iu the case, but those who are iMteccsted in 
its welfare ought to see that tljo contracts are 
placed in trustworthy hands. Caution should 
also be exercised in Riving credit to strangers of 
unknown antecedents or financial standing.—

H is 
only ncci-ssaiy to adjust the nuuhinc to the 
particular kind of package- desired, to insure its 
being packed and weighed to the very nicest 
mathematical unifoimity and certainty, leaving 
tin- outside of the package entirely clean and 
fieefiom tho material which is being packed, 
a consideration that renders it very desirable to 
,'pu-e and diug mauufuutuiers and all who put 
their goods up in small packages. The machine 
is mounted on an iion frame or stand very sim- 
ilar to a scwiag machine ; on tho top is secured 
a hop]>er which contains the mateiial to be 


I tacked. Through the bottom of this hopper, 
miming hori/.ontalh, t'icrc is located a screw 
\\hiclt pi ejects thruitgli the side of tlie hopper; 
on the outside lowauls Mie package to be tilled, 
is placed a tube enliu-ly enclosing tlic former. 
Above tl,c s<T-.>w and inside of the hopper, is a 
feeding apparatus which insures a- utnfoliniiy of 
thc mateiial supplied to tlie screw. On'the 
outer end of the tube, surrounding the latter,

What Is to prevent the establiuhnient of 


water-works? 
Clearly nothing, but apathy 


upon tlie part of those who have tha Confidence 
of the community, added to the fact that they 
cannot sec eight or ten per cent, in it. There 
are at least 100 men in this town wlio could 
well a fiord to sink $300 each in such an cuter- 
prise. , Tlw advantages accruing therefrom 
would more tlian equal thc yearly interest upon 
the money expended. But we do not believe 
that it would he sunk. The gas-works are not 
paying much upon thc par value of the'stock.' 
it is true—and why ?—the 'money expended hi 
their erection was double what it should have 
been. The investors did not calculate closely 
enough. The plausible proposal of the con- 
tractor to take all the stock not subscribed for, 
looked like a "big thing."—Anil it was, for 
him. 


We have seen that in Buffalo, Syracuse, Sara- 


toga, nnd Auburn, N. Y.: Dayton, Canton, and 
Columbus, OW,o: Indianapolis, Atlanta, and a 
host of other towns in the United States, a peri 
feet system of water-work* lias been established 
which would work equally advantageously here. 
Even our little county town luxuriates in hot 
and cold water baths, and well sprinkled pave- 
ments. From any of these places we can rea- 
dily ascertain the cost, and relative advantages 
of either system. 


-The Delaware, flowing at our doors, invites 


us to tap its clear waters, and eomey them to 
our homes to aid in cleanliness and comfort. 
For this thc Holly system is admirably adapted, 
and we should prefer it as being cheaper and 
more practicable. 


The reservoir system is confessedly imperfect. 


Its settling process does not furnish water of 
satisfactory quality. Besides, it is necessary 
cither to provide a supply for future generations, 
entailing heavy interest charges on the present 


one, 
or else to duplicate the works at a great 


extra cost when an additional quantity is re- 
quired; In this respect pumping systems have 
advantages over othors^additional pumps being 
added only as required and at a comparatively 
trifling cost. Nor will the to|x>graphy of our 
town admit of tho fixed level required for sup- 
ply by gravitation; w hile the votary pumps, 
which possess thc 'power of rapidly increasing 
the pressure, will supply the place of a high 
level reservoir. 
* 


The greatest advantage resulting from tho 


pumping system, (at least to thane "who are sin- 
corely interested in the welfare of their neigh- 
bors,) is thejncreasocl facility for extinguishing 
fires. Tho moment that a section of hose is 
attached to the hydrant, a vacuum occurs in thc 
pipe, which causes an increased head of steam 
at the pump. This continues as long as re- 
quired; and as soon as the plug'is closed, the 
engine returns to its original motion. The time 
gained by this mc-rius, which would otherwise 
be wasted in waiting for tho steamer to arrive, 
might be of incalculable benefit, as a solkl 
stream can bo thrown 100 feet ]>urpcndicularly. 
direct from the hydrant. Tito steamer would 
not ho needed at any point which could be 
n.'a"hed from the plug.

HOME AGAIN. 


Mil. KDITOIS :—I will now make gcod my 


promise to let you know something of the place 
where I spent my vacation. It is called Chinch 
Hill Fann, situate about two miles below Now 
Hope borough, near the Delaware river, and 
derives its name fiom the Solebitry Presbyte- 
rian church organized in 1812. and located on 
this farm. To find beautiful and picturesque 
scenery on<- need not cross the sea and visit 
distant lands. It is hero, even iu our own 
country. 
Chinch Hill Fann is on an elevation 


that over looks the river and thc valley home 
distance above and below, Just opjiosite, are 
the Jersey Highlands, boldly rising from the 
river bank, leaving barely room for the railroad 
to pass. To the south is Bowman'sllill, where 
Washington encamped his army after the dis- 
astrous retreat across New Jersey. From this 
fortress he sent detachments across tlie Dela- 
ware a few miles below to fight the battle of 
Trenton, on that memorable Christmas 1770, 
when they surprised tho Hessians and turned 
the tide of victory in onr favor. Near, and 
ujion this farm, are many relies and mementoes 
of \Yiuliington's encampment, such as graves of 
soldiers marked by head stones, and iron rail- 
ings, and embankments where forts were 
erected. The 
ticighlwrs show us the nail 


where ho hung his hat, the closet which was 


i wardrobe, and rooms where he and his ofli- 


•ers made their headquarters. Above this 
"arm is Belmont, which overlooks a beautiful 
•OH? productive valley, which extends to Buck- 
ingham Mountain, seen in tlic distance. 


The dwelling, though a plain farm house, is 


'endercd inviting and attractive both within 
ind without, by rare plants and choice flowers 
Beautifully arranged, and cultivated with care, 
and is surrounded by fields, lawns and orchards, 
with church hill grou-s inviting shade near by.

ITALIAN SLAVE CIIItUHEX. 


A day of deliverance seems at lost to be 


dawning for the poor Italian children in tiur 
city, who Iiave so long been the suffering vic- 
tims of a most inhuman system of servitude. 
The'arrcst of Vinee.nzo Molto, the Italian slave 
dealer, and his trial, have revealed sad and 
startling facts in relation to this heartless trafltc 
in little children. It lias been known for some- 
time, bat not fully comprehended by a too In- 
(liilbrcnt public, that the little Italian waifs who 
wander through onr streets, playing violin or 
harp, are virtually white slaves, who have been 
kidnapped from tlu'ir homes and brought to 
our sltorcH, where they arc held in subject ion by 
th#ir cruel taskmasters. 801119 of them are 
pitifully young, yet they may often IMS seen and 
heard grinding out their tired music late at 
evening. It is said that those who have them 
in eharg* keep a kind of surveillance over their 
day's journeyings, and that, between eleven and 
twelve o'clock at night thtty are gathered in a 
group and led by their taskmasters to tho poor 
rest that is af.brdcd them, Wlmt that rest is 
may be inferred from the testimony of the gcn- 
tHuman who was deputized as special United 
Slates Marslml, in order to make the arrest of 
Vinceiuo Molto. He states that, in an inves- 
tigation which had been going on several 
months, he has upon several occasions gone into 
tlie houses of the " padroni," in com'xiny with 
an officer, and found as many as ten or twelve 
children sleeping with their master in one small, 
filthy room. In some instances lie 1ms seen the 
boys in bed, one tied to the other by the wrists 
in order to prevent escape. 
We are told there 


are morn than seven thousand children held in 
such a bondage in our city. The present agita- 
tion is causing 'a rapid''decrease of their num- 
bers. They should be vigilantly watched for 
in oth£ places to which they may be taken, 
that tins cruel traffic may be wholly broken up.

Surely it is good to have some thought 
given to saving tho women; let us hope that 
they w ill lie not less anxious to save men also 
from t1»e first initial temptation*.

In the Indian vernacular it meant "a 
place of drunkenness," and we seem not to 
have outgrown the meaning, if we have the 
name. 


We need to have more .places of wholesome 


amusements to rival these liquor saloons, which 
in so many eases entice the young by their so- 
cial atti act jons. We must "have reading-rooms 
multiplied, and, if need bo, amusements at- 
tached to captivate the uncultured and sa\e 
them fiom temptations. The Holly Tree coffee 
house of 1 Jos I on, and also a kindred entcipiise 
in Btouklyu are hints in the light direction. 
We need them greatly multiplied heie.

home in tbh new world to escape the exactions 
of military sen-ice. This iciigiotis sect has long 
maintained conscientious scruples against thc 
bearing of arms, and they have been respected 
in their opinions and exempted from military 
duties for three generations, in accordance with 
a treaty made in the time of Catharine II. By 
the re-orga.iiKation of the military system of 
Russia within thc past- year, they can no longer 
be made an exceptional class, and in this test 
of their religious faith they choose to leave their 
comfortable liomes rather than sacrifice their 
principles.

The larger portion are 
to .settie in XCansas, but somu colonies will 
locate in .Minnesota, Nebraska, and other 
places.

red pepper, alum, rosin, and sulphur to be an 
Infallible lomody for this scourge. Last sum- 
mer I lost more than lifly common fowls with 
cholera, my buff Cochins not being at all rttlec- 
ted. When glancing over tho columns of UK» 
Rural Nete Yorker I chanced to see the above 
mixture recommended, ami tried U, mixing one 
table-snoonful In thiec pints of scalded corn- 
meal, and though several fowls were in the last 
stages of the diseise thev recovered and I have 
not lost a chicken since. In severe cases I 
vvouUl advibe giving about one-third of a tea- 
spoonful in a meal pellet to ea^li fowl cvcrjday 
till well. Put a small lump of alum, say size 
of a hickory nut. in their drinking water."

For vegeta- 
bles there were the Malay lobak, a tender radish, 
and the eoeoanut bud btewed m the milk of 
the line iniit; and as desseit we had placed be- 
fore us, for the first time, the far-famed dumn, 
so universal a favorite among the Orientals as 
to command a higher price than any other fruit 
in maiket, yet so abominably disgusting in 
smell that the olfactories of Jew strangers can 
tolerate its approach. To me the odor seemed
